We publish elsewhere in oar issue to-day an
appeal to the merchants and capitalists of our
city, from the Direetors of the Philadclobla and
Southern Steamship Company. ¥he addrass
Is one which merits the careful considaration
of eur citizens, It sets forth that six huadred
and thirty tbheusand dollars have boen sub-
soribed to the stock of the Company, the eon-
dition of the subscription being that four lines
of sleamiers ahall be run from this port to Wil-
mington, Charleston, Savannah, and New
Orlenns.

In order, however, that the line should be
permanent and remunerative, and shonld con-
gist of subsiantial steamers, properly adaptod
in size and eonstruction to the ports to which
they wiil severally rdn, not less than oue mil-
lion ofdollars will be necessary. For the re-
maining $370,000 they appeal to the pablic
gpirit and enterprise of eur citizens,

When the design of siarting the proposed
line was originated, six huundred thousand
dollars was deemed sufficient; but clrewm-
stances having demonstrated the advantage of
baving a larger supply, the gentlemen having
the matter in charge, confidently relyiag on
the liberality and business tact of our citizens,
appeal again to them to make up the defi-
clency. Nor can there be any surprise fel: at
the new request. When we consider that
unless this line is snccessfully started,and that
most speedily, we will have a line of steamers,
with a million ecapital, plying between

here and New York, and bearing all car |

products to New York houses, we cannot
but join with the meeting in urging prompt
additions to the already secured subscriptions,

The Cost and Use ol Newspapers,

| MosT of those who read mewspapors—and

in this ceuntry almost everybedy thinks he
must glanen through the eolomus of a daily
journal, in order to keep up with the carrent
of affairs—rarely take any thought of the
laber and expsnse required to lurnish the
people with (his wery useiul kimd of litera-
tore. It is gulte natura! that what every one
buys of a boy in the strest for a few pannies
ghould be velsed sccordingly, and yei the
small price of the sheet to ench reader is mol,
by sny means, a fair index to its actual cost
or of its actual worth, “Lhere Is not now a
single daily paper printed in this eountry
of which the cost to the publisher of each
edition is moi greatly in excess of the
price for which he @slls it to its
readers, It is onlya few days ago thata
worning conlemporary annonnced that the
loss em its circulation alone amounted to one
hundred thousand dellurs in twelve months,
Those not engaged in the business, and there-

| tors met acquninted with Its mysteries, are

apt to be yery much startled by such a state-
ment, and to receive it with more or less In-

copy of Tre Tereceara, lor exumpls,

amounts preily muca to this— that a law square
inches of biunk paper arc putin at one eud
of a machine and that they immediately come
out at the other resplendent with vypography,
and filled with all the current news of the
day. Natural, however, as this may be. we
need hardly say that it is a grand mistake,
The steam press has, indeed, an important

| duty to perferm in the matier; but its agency

in the entire result bears & very slight pro
portion to the antecedent labor and expense
which prepare the final work forit. No one
eet bebind the scones ¢an begin to estimate
accurately the mental and munual toll con-

| sumed in getting a “lorm” ready for the press;

and yet, outside of all that, is the daily outlay
of meney for rent, lor gas, for water, for tasl,
for paper, and In short for all the purely
murterial and mechanical mesns which are
cssontially included in the publication of a
single copy of any dailv mewspaper,

How then, it may be asked, can anybody
afford to print a newspaper ? And the answer
most likely to be given to that question by
these who are ignorant of. the subject is, that
what 1= lost on the cest of & slagle paper, or
a single whole editien, is more than made up,
in the long run, on ilie whaole circulation for
six moutha or a year. Bulthat is not so.

| At the present cosl ol publishing & dally
[ paper in this city, inclusive of all actual ex-

penses, there ls a positive,and a vary conside-
rable loss, too, en the clreulution alone, no
matier how large thae circulation may be.
Bach remder of the diurnal press gets his com-
pendious record of the world’s lite, from sun
to sun, for much less than 1t costs the jour-
nalist to supply it to him ; and the poer printer

| who afierds blm so much interesting informa-

tien and so much pleasaut diversion,is only
saved from utter pecuudary riain by those who
employ Bis columns as an advertising

| medium. In cowbining these two sources

of income, the journalist mansges to make it
weorth bis while te furnish the pullic, regu-
larly with that withous which, if' stopped] but
for a week or less, the eommunity weuld be
thrown into a stats of wacertainty, apprehen-
sion, and comfasion, thicker than Egyptian
darkness, and more distressing ln its effects

| than the division of tongues at \he tewer of

Babel. Neliher the persom whe buys the
paper only to read it, wor the advertlser whe
wies it as i means of communication with its

| rendors, sepaiately sustains it. Beth eon-

jolned are necessary to that end; and while
one complains that the price of the paper s
too high, and the other that he is charged too
much for his advertisement, the publidhsr Is
continually struggling to make the price of
the paper =0 low that all may take it for the
benefit of the advertiser, aud trying simulta-
neously to conform his rates of adver-

tising to that measure of value which de-
pends on the extent of circulation. In
other words, those who publish newspapers
are governed im this particular busi-
pess by the same principla of economy
which governs men in sl kinds of business.
They work to live. They risk eapital to got a
fair and certaln Interest, They are wlse
enough to be just. They have too much at
atako to impose prices on the public which
the public would net long pay if found to be
exorbitant; and eompetition In jonmalism, as
in every other sort of business, will soon ex-
poseé amd correct any exorbitance, either in
the price of a paper, or its rates of advertis-
ing. On the whele, the®public a1e gotting the
benofit of the dally newspaper press at a very
cheap price, when all things are eonsidered ;
and it could be easily demonstrated, if neces-
sary, that the printers, who are doing so much
to enlighten and amuse the public, reahize a
profit quite inadequats to the service they ren-
der and labor and care they incur,

For Govenxon oy Ruopm ISLAND.—~The
nominatien by gacclamation of General
Avpnose E, Bynxsmore for the post of
Governor of the Stale of Rhode Island, by
the Union party, is a deserved compliment to
a spldier whom circamstances have conspired
to render unpopular, despite his more than
ordinary merit. Pennsylvania bas led off in
selogting for her Gevernor a General “oft In
danger tried.” We are glad te see that ths
other Commonwealths are following her ex-
ample. General Burxstor, a graduate of
West Point, has been for years in the service
of his country. Previous (o the war he grew
disgusted with the duties of peace war-
riors, and resigned his commission. No soonor
did the Rebellion commence than he proffered
bis services, and once more entered the fleld,
With his su%sequent history all our readers
are familiar, How he gradually rose until he
finally commanded the Army of the Potomae,
How be was defaated and removed, and how
sinc€ then he has beem out of the public
view., We have sald that Buexsipe has
been a victim of circumstances, and we re-
peat it.
